POST OFFICE EMPLOYEES 
WANT HIGHER WAGES 


Unsigned Clerks of Calgary Office Send Petition to 
~ Department Asking For Raise of $18 Per Month 


Claim That Cost of Living Has Greatly In- 
creased--Board of Trade Backs Up Agitation

Calgary Feb, 2—The Calgary post office employees? were very 
S,. active yesterday in their campaign for an increase in wages, Their 
¥ ie petition was sent in asking for a $10 advance, They claim: 
phat the cost of living in Calgary has considerably increased, which 
‘ as mado it necessary, the employees believe to send in another peti- 
tion asking for $18 raise instead of $10. Yesterday the following 
petition was signed by all the employees and forwarded to Ottawa: 
“The undersigned clerks of the Calgary Post Office respectfully 
beg to draw attention to the former petition forwarded to you 
Nov. 17, 1906. We now desire to point out that since presenting 
the petition the cost of living has considerably increased. The 
hotels have raised the price of meal tickets from $5 to $¢ and 
wivate boarding houses are raising their prices in the same pro- 
portion. Averling to our previous petition therefore, we rospect- 
fully ask that instead of the $10 per month therein asked for we be 
granted $18 per month in addition to our present salaries, 

“From experience we find that our present renumeraton is 
entirely inadequate to meet cur needs. We submit this petition in 
the earnest hope that you will take action in the matter.’ 

The following resolution was also sent to Ottawa yesterday by 
the Board of Trade: 

“That in view of the cost of living in Western Canada this 
board is of the opinion that the salaries paid the post office clerks 
are entirely inadequate and as a result of the small salaries paid 
the service is suffering materially. 

“This board would therefore respectfully recommend that the 
salaries of the post office clerks in Calgary be increased on tho 
sane basis as has been granted the custom house clerks.”

HEAVY DOCKET IN’ 
SUPREME COURT 


Ten Criminal, Seventeen Large Debt 
and Eighteen Small Debt Cases--- 
Will be Lest Court in Edmotiton 
Under Old Rutes---Journal Libel 
Does Not Come Up. 


The sessions of the supreme court 
open on Tuesday, Feb. 5, in the 
court room, Sandison block, Edmon- 
ton, before Mr. Justice Harvey of 
Macleod. The docket includes ten 
criminal cases, 17 large debt, and 18 
sinall debt cases. One of the im- 
portant and interesting suits will be 
the case of Rex. v. Martin, the libel 
case brought against the Edmonton 
Free Press, by J. W. Woods of Salt 
Lake City. The Journal libel suit 
will not come up for hearing at this 
court. The probability is that it 
will come up at. the next court. 

In all probability this will be the 
last sitting of the Supreme Court of 
the Northwest Territories, as the act 
creating the high court of Alberta wil 
have passed the legislature before 
the next regular period for convening 
the supreme court.

Brandon, Man.,, Feb, 1.—What is claimed to be the worat stem 
of this bad season has been raging all day over this section of the 
C.P.R. The officials state that all their branch lines are badly 
block. No trains are running, and efforts to open the lines have 
been stopped tntil the storm ceases. The main line wesi seems to 
be as badly blocked as the branch lines, and no trains arrived 
Thursday or to-day, and it is reported that three eastbound trains 
are snowbound west of Swift Current. The supply of fuel is get- 
ting smaller and smaller, and there is great. danger of: real suffer- 
ing should the storm continue for many days. Ten cars of soft 
coal arrived in the city this morning, consigned to different deal- 
ers, and when it became known that this fuel had arrived, thare 
was a general rush to the fuel dealers, but all had to go away 
Without coal as the dealers decided to serve it out in small quan- 
tities to orders already booked, and the demand far exceeded the 
supply. One man offered $15.00 for a ton of hard coal, but 1t was 
refused, The Canadian Northern engine and snow plow, which 
had been for the past ten days opening the line from Voriwape, ars 
rived here last night, It was expected that a trainload of wood 
would arrive to-day from Berton’s siding, but now it is feared that 
the line will be blocked again by to-day’s storm. 


There was only a small mail last night over the C.P.R., no con- 
nection having been made with the main line at Calgary. The 
train was six hours late reaching Strathcona, not arriving till ten

Winnipeg, Feb, 2.—J. Drewe, manager of the J, H. Ashdown 
Hardware Co, at Calgary, expresses a more hopeful opinion of the 
situation in the western ranches than recent telegrams would lead 
one to expect. Recent reports, he says, are a good deal exaggorat= 
ed. He has within the last week or two been over the ranchi 
country along with bankers and his customers, and he has 
to the conclusion that the losses up to the present, at uny rate, are 
not serious, The losses may amount to about $200,000, quite a 
small proportion of the total value of the stock. The losses are 
mostly among the “ Dogies,” or imported cattle, the native bred 
cattle knowing better where to seek shelter, Cattle never stampede 
in cold weather, but drift before the wind till they find shelter in 
coulees, Many of the imported stock, however, have drifted 100 
miles from home, Another feature is that. the lossas are prinei- 
pally among the larger bunches. Small ranchers have put up 
sufficient hay for their herd, and their losses will be no greater 
than an average winter.

SUNNY ALBERTA 


There is a good deal of newspaper 
talk in Eastern Canada to the effect 
thet this cold winter in the West will 
prevent many farmers east of the 


Great Lakes from coming West this | 


year as they had intended, and some 
publications are preaching the cold 
weather doctrines with a zeal worthy 
of a better cause. It is true that this 
is the. coldest winter since 1886-87, 


and that Alberta has not been a | 


actly in the bananna belt for the past | 
two months, but the weather is not 
at all alarming and such a@ thing as 
@ bligseard or real old-fashioned snow 
storm has not visited this province 
this winter. 

The shortage of fuel has not been 
serious anywhere in Alberta as our 
inexhaustible beds of coal have kept 
everybody warm as well as relieving 
the distress of our neighboring pro- 
vinees. The lack of coal supply in 
many fowns was the result of a lack 
cd. preparation for a cold winter. The 
weather in November, December and 
January has been so fine for the past 
number of years that the consump 
tion of fuel has been light and the 
railways have not been hindered by 
either frost or snow in taking in a 
supply of coal to any of these towns 
at any time in the winter. 

This kind of weather will be a les- 
aon’to all.to be prepared in future, 
and the railway companies will sure- 
ly waken up and equip their roads 
with motive power that will be oper- 
ative in even weather such as we 
now have, 

There is nothing alarming about 
the conditions in the country and the 
heavy fall of snow is sure to bring 
its recompense to the farmer in an 
extra bumper crop next harvest. The 
rancher will suffer, in some cases 
severely! but the day of the cattle- 
man is passing in Alberta and this 
winter will determine many men to 
engage in farming who probably had 
ranching in mind. Taken altogether 
this winter has been a much pleas- 
anter one here than were the winters 
of 1908-03 and 1904-05 in the pro- 
vince of Ontario. No such storms and 
drifts as completely blocked trans- 
portation there have occurred here, 
tnd though the temperature is low 
and has been keeping that way, if it 
only happens once in twenty years, 
as has been the record of the past, 
the citizens of Alberta will make no 
complaint as they live in a goodly 
land that has many compensations 
for any such little inconvenience as 
a few cold days. 


—— 


COST OF POWER 


The city engineer and the super- 
intendent of the light department ; 
of Calgary have figured out the cost 
ot electric power in that city at $20.65 
per horse power per year, and they 
figure that when the plant is carry- 
ing a full load the cost will be about 
$17. Under circumstances of this kind 
the city can furnish power at very 
reasonable prices and still realize a 
handsome profit for the city. 

What is the matter with the Ed- 
monton power plant? The present 
cost Hoy a one-horse power motor 
amounts to about $75 per annum. 
This is an extraordinary rate and 
either the city is making too much 
money out of it or else the manage- 
ment is in pretty bad shape. As long 
as the rates remain so high the con- 
sumption of power is bound to be | 
very limited as the charges are pro- 
hibitive. The power question in this 
city will stand: some investigation. 
The city council should take the mat- 
ter up at once. If this city is to at- 
tract’ manufacturing companies we 
must be prepared to give them the 
cheapest power that can be produced. 
The city is built upon a bed of coal, 
every ton of which represents power 
that can be utilized to make Edmon- 
ton @ great producing centre for man- 
ufactured articles. It will. never be 
done at the present charges for power 
and the sooner this question is taken 
up and properly solved the better for 
thé future business of Edmonton. 

The Albertan figures that electric 
energy can be generated in units of 
600 h.p., by a producer gas plant, us- 
igg coal at $2.50 per ton, at a net: 
cost yearly per horse power of $15.50.
